British and French troops are leaving 
Suez and the situation there is being re- 
turned to a sort of status quo, leaving un- 
settled all the basic questions which pre- 

imitated the crisis. ; 

Meanwhile, preparatory to teaving 
for a NATO conference in Paris next 
week, Secretary of State Dulles has been 
conferring with President Eisenhower at 
Augusta. 

The Paris meeting is of great impor- 
tance to the future of the free world. 
It is, absolutely imperative that the rift 
in the Western alliance be healed, regard- 
less of differences in policy in other parts 
of the world. Unless the United States, 
Britain and France stand together, the 
Russians will have won a victory of even 
greater magnitude than they have won in 
the Middle East. 

The President and Mr. Dulles know 
of the magnitude of that victory. They al- 
so know that the Western Hemisphere 
cannot supply Europe’s oil needs perma- 
nently and that Russia and its stooge, Nas- 
ser, must not be permitted to delay open- 
ing of the Suez Canal through blackmail 
and threats. 

The present economic troubles of 
Western Europe point up its vulnerabil- 
itv and the vulnerability of NATO itself. 
If the region can be denied its fuel sup- 
plies and starved out, NATO will become 
useless. 

What the United States must do now 
is to formulate a new worldwide policy, 
one which reassures our Western allies 
while strengthening our shaky bonds with 
Asia and Africa. This country has at once 
its greatest opportunity and its greatest 
challenge. The challenge comes from Rus- 
sia whose shabby imperialism brutally has 
been proved in Hungary. 

The challenge is all the greater in view 
of the obvious effort by the Soviet Union 
to break up the Western powers and to 
destroy West Europe’s economy. Our aims 
in Asia and Africa must not be permitted 
to destroy the pivotal point of the free 
world’s economic and military defenses. 

It is a large order and one wonders if 
Mr. Dulles—after the extreme bitterness 
his policies have brought about—is the 
man to repair the broken fences. 


Events now transpiring are so filled 
with consequences to the future of all 
free men and Mr. Dulles’ failures are so 
painfully obvious that the administration 
should not hesitate between loyalty to the 
secretary of state and the best interests of 
the nation.

Higher Education Due 


For Thorough Analysis 


Nearly $500,000 has been granted the 
Southern Regional Education Board by 
the Carnegie Corp., for a survey and 
analysis of higher education in the Séuth. 

The job will take five years. At its 
conclusion there should be many a fine 
recommendation on how to improve the 
quality of Southern education and how 
to give taxpayers more -for their money. 

Education is a multimillion-dollar-a- 
year business. The per capita invest- 
ment of Georgia tax funds in learning for 
the young, for instance, is one of the 
largest in the country. 

Are we receiving a high or low yield 
on our investment? Nobody knows for 
sure, but in the schools as in businesses 
there is bound to be waste. Private in- 
dustry takes advantage of this kind of 
survey to trim off the fat, improve the 
quality of its product and generally get 
more for its money. 


Application of this principle to the 
field of education should have many 
beneficial results. The only regret is that 
the South must wait five years for the 
final report.

Two More Turncoats 
Elect To Return Home 


Two more of the arrogantly insolent 
American turncoats who deserted to the 
Communists in Korea, while prisoners of 
war, have come back “home.” The pull 
of “Christmas” was more than they could 
endure. 

They went away singing and shouting 
defiance and farewell. Now sullen, home- 
sick but unrepentant, they are coming 
home. One has no respect for any of 
those who deserted: But there is less 
disrespect for those who are remaining in 
China, than those who return as have 
these. : “ 

Somehow the character of the ‘wo 
comes through in their returning state- 
ments. Arley Pate, of Illinois, said he 
spent his time working and going to 
dances at night. He didn’t learn much 
of anything. Neither he nor Aaron Wil- 
son, of Louisiana, knew anything of the 
Suez crisis or the Polish and Hungarian 
riots. In China, ‘another “workers’ para- 
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dise,””’ according to Marxists, they made 
$11 per week. 

They did not find ‘‘peace” in China. 

And, of course, they will not find it 
at home. 

They both seem to be immature and 
shallow. Pate’s background was a meager 
one. Yet others with even more poverty 
and lack of affection endured Commu- 
nist torture and brainwashing. There is 
no formula to explain what happened. 

Pate’s employer reported him as 
“slow” and lacking in any ambition. 
“I can understand,’ he said, “his be- 
lieving anything they (the Communists) 
told: him.”’ 

Wilson’s community recalled him as 
a “humble boy who’d stand up and take 
his punishment like a humble little dog.”

To Plan the New Port 


The new passenger terminal planned 
for the Atlanta Airport will have space 
for customs, the immigration service and 
other trappings of a port of entry. 

All this means that Atlanta will be an 
international airport in the normal course 
of events. Through flights from Atlanta 
to foreign parts are possible now, but 
the facilities for the necessary red tape 
are lacking. 

As planes grow faster and their range 
increases, nonstop’ hops from here to 
Latin American and European points 
make good sense. Atlanta is the heart of 
the South and a great interchange point 
for air passengers. Initiating and ending 
overseas journeys here, where so many 
airlines converge, is logical. 

Planning the new terminal is a ter- 
rific job, one that almost calls for divine 
guidance. Under its present limitations as 
a port that handles domestic flights only, 
it nevertheless originated more than one 
million passengers for the airlines dur- 
ing the last fiscal year. 

Anticipating the day when foreign 
flights begin and end here is smart. Ap- 
parently there is no ceiling on the fu- 
ture of air travel and no sure way to ar- 
rive at the number of passengers who 
will use Atlanta’s port even five years 
from now. 

Let’s build for the future here. The 
future of Atlanta and its airport seems 
as limitless as that of air travel.

Gen. Pick Leaves Us 
With Many Monuments 


Gen. Lewis A. Pick, one of the great 
éngineer-heroes of the early days of the 
Second World War, will be buried with 
honors in Auburn, Ala., Thursday. He 
succumbed at Walter Reed Hospital fol- 
lowing an earlier operation at Fort Ben- 
ning. He was a native of: Virginia. 

Gen. Pick and his forces built the Ledo 
Road from India to China. It was a fabu- 
lous accomplishment. Gen. Joe Stilwell 
had recommended the new supply route 
after the closing of the Burma Road. 
Chinese laborers,-American machines and 
engineering, drove it through swamps and 
jungles, including also areas held by the 
Japanese. é 

It was done at a great sacrifice of 
manpower, human toil and material. It 
was a triumph, too, of engineering. It 
became known as the “Stilwell Road.” 

Gen. Pick was one of the great Army 
engineers and the Ledo Road will be but 
one of his great memorials. The Mis- 
souri River Plan, the Arctic Air Base at 
Thule, our own Savannah River and Alla- 
toona developments are among many 


others. 


Since retirement in 1953, he had served 
as Alabama Industrial Development Board 
chief and also as board chairman of the 
John J. Harte Co., Atlanta.

Fear of Death Is 


Unreasonable One 


Why do people fear death? Like a dark specter, 
death hangs over the lives of many people and 
robs them of much of the joy of living. During 


ee 


the years of my ministry I have been in the presence of death many 
times and have come to see that the actual experience of dying is not 


the horrible experience that many believe it to be. 


I find that most 


older people who are near death do not fear it at all. 


Instead of thinking of it as a 
tragedy, many look toward it 
with anticipation. Dr. William Os- 
ler had his nurse observe’ and 
record the death of 500 patients. 
Only one showed fear when death 
arrived. 

Dr. William M. Johnson in 
“The Years After Fifty’’ says, 
“Dying is seldom terrifying or 
even unpleasant . . . Almost in- 
variably ... it is more like going 
to sleep than anything else ... 
Death brings its own anesthetic.” 

Often the fear of death is 
caused by a feeling of guilt. 

Dr. S. L. Morgan Sr. quotes a 
person as saying, “‘As a child I 
often cried myself to sleep in fear 
trai. —t.might come to me in 
the night, and I a sinner and 
unprepared.” This* person was 
not fearing death, he was fearing 
the penalty for sin after death. 
After one has come to believe in 
the forgiveness:of God, to accept 
Christ as Saviour, that type of 
fear is no more.

and horrible dreams. His heart 
thumped, and stopped; he trem- 
bled in fear of sudden death. 

A physician found nothing 
wrong with him physically; how- 
ever, it was learned that as a 
5-year-old he had had a terri- 
ble shock. A boy companion told 
him in a crude, frightful way of 
the sudden death of his grand- 
mother. He said, ‘‘Her heart 
stopped beating and they put her 
in a hole in the ground.’’ He was 
shown how this had lingered in 
his subconscious -mind for more 
than 30 vears and, realizing how 
it happened, he began to improve 
and eventually overcame his fear. 
Children should be taught that 
death is not a dreadful, awful 
thing to fear, but rather a normal 
experience. 

Happily, it is now the custom 
at funerals for the bereaved to 
conduct themselves with a great- 
er degree of dignity and rever- 
ence and today a funeral service 
is more often a spiritual exper- 
ience than it is a morbid emotion- 
al display. However, it is right 
to feel deep sorrow in the death 
of a loved one (which I shall dis- 
cuss tomorrow).

was his original assignment. 

" They appreciate also his state- 
ments on high policy, which filis 
a void and gives them something 
to send to their papers and relay 
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to their radio and television sta- 
tions in the absence of word from 
the President and the appropriate 
Cabinet officers. 


President Eisenhower has with- 
drawn somewhat since the elec- 
tion so far as his contact with 
the public is concerned. One of 
the routine ways for such contact 
is through news conferences. He 
has held only one since the na- 
tional election Nov. 6. 


vJim Hagerty is obviously trying 
to fill the gap between President 
and public in a time of interna- 
tional tension. 


For years it had been the prac- 
tice, until this administration, ‘for 
Cabinet officers to hold regular 
news conferences. During the war 
news conferences were fewer. 


The number has dwindled still] 
more in the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration. Secretary Dulles had 
regular weekly news conferences 
before he was ill’ and when he 
was in this country, and Secre- 
tary of Defense Wilson holds 
them often. But contacts of the 
p'ess and radio-television with 
other Cabinet members in news 
conferences are few and far pbe- 
tween. 


So maybe Jim Hagerty has be- 
come the victim of this blackout 
on news and is attempting to. fill 
a much bigger gap than may be. 
humanly possible. It must. be! 
said for him that he is constantly 
on the job and either he or his 
assistant, Murray Snyder, is 
available day and night.

Tex., for more time ‘‘to solve its 
problems and end segregation” in 
the high school there. 


RIOTING TOOK PLACE 


Rioting occurred at the opening 
of the school term last September 
when three Negroes, acting under 
a court order, sought admission. 
The appearance of Texas Rangers 
ended the disturbance, and attor- 
neys for the Negroes announced 
they were abandoning, for ~ we 
present, efforts to enroll Negro 
pupils. 

The school board appealed from 


a decision by the U.S. Court of| 
Appeals in New Orleans ordering | 


it to proceed with integration in 
the high school “completely unin- 
fluenced by private and _ public 
opinion as to the desirability of 
desegregation in the community.” 

The appellate court said the 
only reason given by the board 
for refusing to admit Negroes to 
the school “‘was its concession to 
public opinion.’’ 


WARREN COMMENTS 


The Mansfield case is the first, 
in which local sentiment has fig- 
ured importantly, to reach the 
Supreme Court since its ruling in 
May 1954 that public school seg- 
regation is wneonstitutional.

The New Orleans appellate 
court overturned a finding by a 
federal district .court in Texas 
that the Mansfield school board 
had shown “‘it is making a good 
faith effort toward integration.’’ 

The appeals court said the dis- 
trict court should have declared 
Negro students have a right to 
attend the high school on the same 
basis as white students.

When it gets to district court, 
the judge is directed by the court 
of appeals ‘‘to make the declara- 


tion of Negro rights, to restrain |

ALABAMA ASKS REVIEW 


Elsewhere on the _ segregation 
front, Alabama asked the Svwu- 
preme Court to reconsider its 
Nov. 13 decision outlawing racial 
segregation on local buses. 

John Patterson,” Alabama’s at- 
torney general, contended the 
state’s police power ‘“‘has been 
wrongfully taken from it.” 

He said that under the court’s 
decision the state ‘‘is powerless to 
protect property and _ prevent 
breaches of the peace .which will 
inevitably result from the court’s 
decision.” 

Patterson argued further that 
“the Tenth Amendment has’ been 
written out of the Constitution.”’ 
The Tenth Amendment provides

Chronic diseases in the aged 
are an ‘“‘important health pron- 
lem”’ today because the average 

; life span has increased greatly in 
recent years, one of the top offi- 
cials of the U.S. Public Heaith 
Service said in Atlanta Monday. 
Dr. Otis L. Anderson, assistant 
surgeon general and chief of the 
Public Health Service’s Bureau 
of State Services in Washington, 
said plans are under way ‘‘to de- 
velop more effective means of pre- 
vention and treatment of «hronic 
diseases.”’ 
THE DEADLY SIX 


In Atlanta for the semiannual 
meeting of regional medical direc- 
tors of the Public Health Service, 
Dr. Anderson said the major 
chronic illnesses include cancer, 
heart diseases, arthritis, rheuma- 
tism, diabetes and glaucoma. 
“We are working for application 


prevent or ameliorate these 
chronic diseases.”’ 

Dr. Anderson pointed out that 
: the successful attack on commu- 
nicable diseases was partly re- 
sponsible for prolonging the aver- 
age life expectancy from 47 
years in 1900 to about 70 years 
today. But this lengthening of the 
life span has resulted in an in- 
crease in chronic diseases he- 
cause there are more people in 
the older age groups, he noted. 


PERSONNEL SHORTAGE 


The Public Health Service, like! 
other health agencies, is affected | 
by the shortage of trained scien-| 
tific personnel, Dr. Anderson said. |

Crops such as alfalfa, soybeans, 
and tobacco take up the radio- 
active carbon dioxide, where it 
remains indefinitely in the cells. 
In this way, the atomic farmer 
is able to produce a number of 
useful radioactive chemical sub- 
stances, such as digitalis, mor- 
phine, nicotine, sugar, amino 
acids, proteins, and vitamins. 

When these products are con- 
sumed by laboratory animals or 
by human volunteers, their course 
can be followed through the body 
via a geiger counter. Why do 
gcientists go to all this trouble to 
get a radioactive compound? Why 
can’t sugar or nicotine be placed 
in an atomic machine and made 
radioactive? | 

Apparently the machine cre- 
ates so much energy in the indi- 
vidual atoms, they break out of | 
the. compound and the resulting 
product no longer is sugar or 
nicotine. This outcome is pre- 
vented by incorporating the radio- 
active material at the source, 
such as in sugar beet or tobacco 
leaf.
